Hodgson’s honeymoon at Heidelberg comes to a halt 


De Hodgson has ended his brief 
reign as head coach of Heidelberg 
United. 

Controversy appears to be 
simmering between the Olympic Village 
outfit and Hodgson after it came to light that 
within 24 hours of his departure from The 
Village he was back in the VPL with another 
job. 

It has come to light that Hodgson 
will now take over the position vacated by 
Phil Stubbins at Richmond Eagles, who 
is preparing to move to the A-League’s 
Adelaide United as an assistant coach. 

The Bergers are crying foul over 
the chain of events that have taken place and 
both parties appear upset that the dispute 
looks likely to sour a once promising working 
relationship. Like most things in football, 
the main denominator in this equation seems 
to be money, or rather, the lack of it. 

Hodgson said, “It’s been an eventful 
week and to cut a long story short, Heidelberg 
have basically renegotiated on an agreement 
that was in place. That agreement was not 
negotiable at any stage of my coaching 
appointment and unfortunately the club 
have chosen to decide otherwise. I spoke 
to the boys on Monday night explaining the 
situation, and it left me no alternative but to 
hand in my resignation”. 

Hodgson, who made his debut as 
a player for Heidelberg in the NSL before 
playing professionally for Sheffield United 
in England added, “The club holds a special 
place in my heart, but realistically the club 
has only got itself to blame. That’s not the 
supporters I’m talking about, but the people 
who drive things from behind the scenes”. 

Goal! Weekly contacted Heidelberg 
United President, Elia Deliyannis, for

comment on the situation and were directed 
to The Warriors’ website, where a statement 
had been posted. According to the statement, 
the club admits that Hodgson was in fact 
owed outstanding wages but the club 
appears to be annoyed at the swiftness with 
which the Eagles and Hodgson have moved 
to forge ties and the manner with which the 
whole episode has unfolded. 

The statement reads that Heidelberg 
promised Hodgson that he would receive his 
money in due course, but Hodgson explained 
that he wasn’t confident the club could 
deliver on its word, especially after previous 
attempts had not been met and duly decided 
to end his short tenure at The Village. 

Asked whether or not he was in 
discussions with the Eagles prior to his 
announcement to leave, Hodgson flatly 
denied the claim saying, “Heidelberg put 
me in corner where I had nowhere else to 
go. I didn’t take the Richmond position 
until Wednesday night after they initially 
contacted me on Tuesday. Let’s be fair, at 
the end of the day, when you go to work 
you expect to be rewarded at the end of the 
week”, 

He continued, “Again, after two 
weeks work, you’d expect to be rewarded. 
Regardless of what job you do, would you 
think about actually turning up for work for 
the third week? It just begs the question that 
one has to ask themselves, if someone can’t 
pay you for two weeks, how are they going 
to pay you for the third week’’? 

Hodgson also cited that the he 
completes an approximate 1600km weekly 
round trip from his farm in Wodonga to 
Melbourne to fulfil his coaching duties and 
said he was not prepared to persevere with 
that type of arrangement if he didn’t feel a 


club could be forthcoming with any of its 
original agreements. 

Former Frankston Pines coach 
Stan Webster, will be Hodgson’s assistant at 
Kevin Bartlett Reserve.

in the Foxtel Cup after Zoran 
Trajcevski handed in his resignation from 
the Springvale White Eagles post. 

Currently in last place, the VPL 

newcomers were on the wrong end of a 6-0 
hammering to South Melbourne in Round 
10 and a frustrated Trajcevski informed the 
club of his decision after a meeting with the 
club last Tuesday night. 
“Thad talks with the club over a month ago” 
Trajcevski said, “and I told them that if we 
don’t sign more players then we’re really 
going to find it a struggle in the VPL”. 

Ask what could have been done 
to avoid the situation, he replied “The 
club assured me back then that they would 
strengthen the squad once the transfer 
window opened. Since then, the club told 
me it doesn’t have any money to spend on 
new players, and with the transfer window 
closing in a couple of weeks, it left me with 
no alternative but to go. I couldn’t have 
done anything more than what I’ve done up 
until now, so we decided to go our separate 
ways. It’s disappointing because we set up 
things up to be competitive in the Premier 
League. 

He added, 


“They’re excellent 


people at White Eagles, but they don’t have 
a big budget this year”. Trajcevski also said 
he’s already got a few options to stay in the 
game and would like to make a return to 
football as soon as he could because “it is 
his life”.

In the meantime, club captain 
Vlad Zoric will take over the role as 
caretaker coach whilst the club looks for a 
replacement. 

Club secretary, Nada Visic, said 
“We came to a mutual agreement after Zoran 
expressed that there’s wasn’t much more he 
could do with the team, and we agreed. At 
the moment we’re interviewing a couple of 
candidates and hopefully a decision will be 
made shortly”. The club has since appointed 
Leon Gardikiotis as new coach. Leon 
coached at Premier League club Whittlesea 
Stallions in 2004 and has also previously 
been the Tahitian National Coach. 


Asked how the Berger’s position 
came about, George said, “Well, for one 
reason or another, things have obviously 
not gone to plan for Dougie and Heidelberg. 
I got a phone call on Monday night and I 
said I’d get back to the club within 24 hours, 
pending on certain situations. Apart from 
the obvious one of parting with Brunswick, 
[had to secure a few contractual agreements 
and then it was a done deal by Tuesday”. 

In an effort to obtain some sort of 
coaching stability, Katsakis’contract with 
the Bergers is for the next 18 months and 
would keep Katsakis at the helm of the 
Olympic Village until the end of the 2008 
season. Katsakis took his new squad for 
its first training session last Wednesday 
night in preparation for the huge derby 
with neighbours, Preston Lions, over the 
weekend. 

His initial impressions is_ that 
believes he’s inherited a strong squad, similar 
in depth to the one he had at Kingston. In 
other developments at the club, Andy Vlahos 
will relinquish his captain’s position and is 
now the new Player/Assistant coach. 

Brunswick has since announced 
that Mick Kupinic (former Bentleigh Greens 
and Port Melbourne) will take over the role 
at Brunswick’s Dunstan Reserve.

Nick Marinos missed a penalty and a 
chance to clinch a late point as Preston 
held on to defeat Heidelberg by 1-0 in the 
northern suburbs derby, courtesy of a 
Johnny Sapasovski goal in the 60th minute 
in front of approximately 2,500 spectators 
at B.T Connor Reserve.

he old Soccer Action newspaper used 

to issue Hat-trick Diplomas to kids 
who had scored three goals in a game. 
They got their name listed in the Hat- 
trick Heroes section each week, and at 
times this list reads like a Who’s Who of 
Victorian football. 

October 8, 1980 saw the following 
lads earn a Hat Trick Diploma: Croydon’s 
William Hastie (7 years old) for getting five 
in a game, G.Slifkas (11) and D.Kolar (10) 
of Lalor. A kid who would progress from 
Hat Trick Diplomas to VPL Top Goalscorer 
Awards was Sasa Becvinovski (10) of 
Footscray J.U.S.T. 

In July 1981 there were three columns of 
little champions. Johnny Markovski (11) got 
five for Sunshine Heights. Marko Silic (9) 
got four goals for Essendon Croatia. Hussaen 
Skenderovic got four for Mitcham United in 
prepearation for laying out training cones for 
Phil Stubbins for the last two weeks. 

In August Silic and Markovski where still 
collecting their weekly hat-tricks. Another 
little tacker who would go on to coach at 
VPL level, Craig Lewis (10) got a Diploma 
that month. 

Joe Spiteri (8), who’s also still putting the 
goals away, got his for a four goal haul for 
Green Gully. 

On the 12 of August that year it was noted: 
Kon Pappas 14 (Preston Makedonia. No 
certificate forwarded as no address supplied). 
That must have sucked. The next week his 
name was in there again, this time with no 
indication that a diploma had not been sent. I 
love a happy ending. 

Also that week Nick Radecki (8) burst 
on the scene for Mornington. Gary Hasler 
(11) picked up one playing for Melton, as 
did Pat Giaccherini (11) for East Bentleigh. 
Carlos Retre (14) got his hat-trick playing 
for Springvale City. Jason Gillick (8) got 
four goals for the Frankston Pines. Marko 
Talajic got his playing for Croatia. 

Later that month an award was heading 
out to Josip Bacak (9) for his four goals in 
Highpoint colours. He was joined by the 
greatest ever Australian National League 
marksman, Damian Mori (11) of Box Hill.

Frank Talia (8) of Doncaster Rovers put a few 
goals away before becoming a goalkeeper I 
guess. 

Marko Silic hit 60 goals for the season, 
getting his picture under September 2nd’s 
Hat-trick Heroes. Steve Keenan (11) was 
putting goals away for Chelsea. Glen Davie 
(10) was scoring for Dandenong City before 
moving back down the pitch as he grew up 
and played for Moorabbin City, Richmond 
and Diamond Valley United. Arthur Davis 
(11) of Altona Gate got his diploma, as did 
Andrew Marth (12) of Sunshine City. Johnny 
Markovski (11) got ten in a game, which 
deserved it’s own special diploma I reckon. 
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A collectors item to be found in 
many of today’s football stars’ 
trophy cabinet. 


In June 1982 another kid who 
would become a keeper, Bradley Zeally (9) 
was scoring for Lyndale United. Angelos 
Goutzioulis (12) was hitting the net for South 
Melbourne Hellas. Sebastiano Emmanuele 
(11) got seven goals in a game for Fawkner. 
Paul Trimboli (13) was scoring for Brighton 
before going on to scream for SEN as a 
commentator. Okay, he also scored a few 
goals for South Melbourne and Australia in 
between. 

By May 25, 1983 wee Oliver Pondeljak 
(10) was putting six-in-a-game away for St 
Albans Dinamo. Michael Michalakopoulos 
(13) picked one up playing for Malvern City. 
John Anastasiadis got four goals playing for 
Footscray J.U.S.T. 

Not to be outdone, Tomislav Poldeljak 
(8) picked up a hat-trick certificate in June. 
Con Boutsianis (11) got four goals for South 


Melbourne Hellas. Looks like Danny Gnjidic 
was listed as Damien Gnijdic when he got 
his for Foostcray J.U..S.T. in September. He 
was another who would go on to in a VPL 
Top Goalscorer Award. Another goalkeeper 
who scored freely as a kid was Marijan 
Vunderl of St Albans Dinamo. Berwick 
City’s Aaron Healey was scoring goals back 
in 1983, not assisting Ernie Merrick. The 
next week Danny was back as Damir Gnijdic 
and Lorentz Kindtner had joined the fray 
for Sunshine Heights. Adam Jamieson was 
scoring for Skye and Sam Poutakidis was 
doing likewise for Waverley City. 

In June 1984 D.Hodgson was a Hat-trick 
Hero for Frankston Pines. Ante Kovacevic 
(11) was scoring at school, Footscray West 
Primary to be exact. Scorer for Sunshine last 
Friday night Anthony Magnacca got five for 
Bundoora back in July 1984. Casey Comets 
coach Dario Simunic got a certificate for 
Springvale City. Greedy Craig Lewis (14) 
was claiming his hat-tricks for Monterey 
High School as well Frankston Pines. 

Adam Hueskes got one for Mooroolbark 
before taking up the other football code. 
Kevin Muscat (10) got five goals for Green 
Gully in August 1984. Joe Spiteri (10) was 
still ageing appropriately. By that I mean his 
age did go up one year each year. I’ve seen 
no claims by Sonny Sevin, so I can’t say if 
his did. 

Sava Rusmir picked up a diploma for 
Waverley City in August 1984. Zlatko 
Mihajlovic got his scoring for Springvale 
United. Those clubs are Eastern Lions and 
Springvale White Eagles today. 

Lachlan Armstrong was scoring for South 
Melbourne Hellas in July 1985. Daniel Allsop 
(Monbulk) got a Hat-trick Certificate then 
too, which probably fails to impress when 
placed alongside the A League Trophy. 

In the paper’s final year, Cameron 
Leopold (9) got his hat-trick for Langwarrin 
to snare a certifcate before Soccer Action 
went bust. Steve Panopoulos got his for 
Oakleigh before joining South Melbourne 
when he grew older. David Grella joined 
his brother Pasquale in getting hat-tricks for 
Springvale City. By the time little Vince was 
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banging them in there would have been no 
Soccer Action to issue the certificates, so his 
older brothers still have that over him. 
Sadly, I did not manage to come across 
the listings which featured fellow columnist 
George Katsamboukas. I hope that wont 
make him head for the West Gate Bridge.

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This season of the Women’s Premier League 
may only be eight rounds old, but it has 
already been easily the least predictable 
WPL season in recent memory, and Round 
8 conspired to produce further upsets and 
results that suggested the formbook should 
be well and truly thrown out of the window. 

The biggest upset saw Eltham 
North overcome the seemingly impenetrable 
Ashburton, while Casey Comets showed 
flashes of its past glories with a comfortable 
victory over Bendigo. The University of 
Melbourne and Box Hill were victorious, as 
was Heidelberg, which assumed leadership of 
the competition. 

The massive upset of the round, and 
the season so far, occurred in the final match 
of the weekend, with Ashburton, which began 
the round at the head of the ladder, suffering its 
first defeat of the year, as competition surprise 
package Eltham North claimed a 1-0 victory. 
Ashburton had made a point of demolishing 
teams throughout the year so far, and had 
both scored the highest number of goals, and 
conceded the fewest. However, the fifth goal 
to find its way into Ashburton’s net this season 
proved a significant one, coming as it did in 
the first half of the game, to enable Eltham 
to claim all three points and its sixth victory 
of the season. For a team that flirted with 
relegation last year, it has been a remarkable 
turnaround from Eltham, and it now lies third 
on the ladder, a single point behind its beaten 
opponent. Ashburton, held goalless in a regular 
home and away game for the first time since 
2005, surrenders both its unbeaten run and its 
hold on the top spot of the ladder and drops a 
place to second. 

Having enjoyed an unbeaten run 
through the first six rounds of the season, 
Sandringham has entered something of a mini 
form slump in recent weeks, as it went down 
3-0 to Box Hill Inter at RJ Sillitoe Reserve 
on Saturday afternoon, its second defeat in as 
many games. Having suffered its first reversal 
at Eltham last weekend, it was always going to 
be a tough ask for the Bayside team to bounce 
back against the reigning premiers, and indeed 
it proved so on the day. Box Hill had also 
failed to win for the third time this season last 
weekend, having been held a struggling Casey, 
and so it was keen to get back to winning ways 
as well. Two goals in the opening period got 
the visiting side off to a solid start, and it added 
another after the interval to secure the three 
points. The victory, Inter’s fifth of the season, 
takes its tally to seventeen points, and lifted it to 
third on the ladder. Sandringham remains sixth, 
with the top five still firmly in its sights, as fifth 
placed Preston is just two points ahead.

up a valuable three points and lifted itself away 
from the foot of the ladder with a 3-0 victory 
over Eastern Lions at Gardiners Creek Reserve 
on Saturday. The visitors broke the deadlock 
in the first half, to take a narrow advantage 
into the break, before adding two more goals 
without reply after half time to seal the game. 
The win, the University’s second of the season, 
gives it a total of eight points from the same 
number of games, and it sits in eighth place. 
For Eastern Lions, the defeat means that it 
missed the opportunity to regain touch with the 
top six teams, and it remains on seven points, 
but slides down the table to tenth. 

Heidelberg United took its unbeaten 
run to eight games and gave its goal difference 
a healthy boost in the process with a seven- 
goal demolition of WVSA at Olympic Village 
on Sunday afternoon.

This draw with Keilor did 
at least enable it to halt its run of consecutive 
defeats, and allow it to maintain its place in the 
top five.

Round 9 gets underway at Beischer 
Oval on Saturday afternoon when the Bendigo 
Vipers will aim to halt its shocking run of form, 
which has seen it fail to pick up a point since 
Round 2. Unfortunately for Bendigo, it will 
face tough opposition in Box Hill, which will 
be looking to keep up the pressure on the ladder 
leaders. All other games take place on Sunday 
afternoon, with the battle of the Lions taking 
place at BT Connor Reserve, when high flying 
Preston host Eastern. Both sides will be keen 
for a win, but for contrasting reasons, as Preston 
keeps up its push for the finals while Eastern 
tries to escape the crowd nearer the foot of the 
ladder. The University of Melbourne and Casey 
Comets face off at Princes Park in a must-win 
match for both sides, if either is to have any 
hope of salvaging something from this season. 
WVSA will aim to bounce back quickly from 
another heavy defeat, and continues its search 
for its first point of the season when it welcomes 
Keilor Park to Howard Glover Reserve, while 
third-placed Eltham North and incumbent 
league leader Heidelberg United will battle 
it out at DISC in what should be a cracking 
match. Finally, Ashburton Park will host action 
between an Ashburton team smarting from its 
first defeat of the year and a Sandringham side 
looking to reverse its current losing streak.
